party, the Judge or Chancellor shall, for the caus- 
es, upon the conditions, mid in the inode now pro- 
vided by law in cases of change of venue, order 
the change of venue to that county of an ad- 
joining circuit most convenient lor a speedy trial 
of the ease. 

Sec. 2. Any Judge or Chancellor failing to 
comply with the provisions of the foregoing sec- 
tion shall he held to be guilty ol a misdemeanor. 

| Sec. 3. it shall be the duty of a special or sub- 
stitute judge to have the orders of court made 
while he presides, read over hi the presence of tho 
inemoers of the bar in attendance, and corrected,

Upon his arrival the 
guard was dismissed with an order to return.

A Bill to Revivk the Grade of General in 
the United states Army. — i*he lolloping im- 
portant bill has been introduced info the House 
bl Representatives by llou. Elihu VVashbum, of 
Illinois: 

Be it enacted by the^S'natc and House o f Iiep- 
reseul'-tives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the grade of ‘'General 
ol the army ol the United States” be and the 
same is hereby revived; ami the President is here- 
by authorized* whenever he shall deem it ex- 
pedient* to appoint* by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate* a General of the army of 
the United States* to be selected front among those 
ollicers iu the military service of the United states 
most distinguished for courage, skill* and ability* 
who, being commissioned as General, may be 
authorized* under the direction and during tin* 
pleasure of the President, to command the armies 
of the United States. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That the pay 
and emoluments of the General commissioned as 
hereinbefore provided shall be increased one half 
in amount, whether in money or in kind, over 
and above the amount allowed to a Lieutenant- 
General. .And the said General may appoint up- 
on his start such number of aids, not exceeding 
six, ns he m.iy judge proper, who shall have the 
rank, pay, and emoluments of a colonel of cavalry; 
and the chief-of-statl to the Lieutenant General 
shall be transferred and become chi el* of- staff to 
the General. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That when- 
ever any General shall have been appointed and 
commission* d snider the provisions of this act, if 
thereafter the ollice shall become vacant, this act 
shall thereupon expire and remain no longer in 
force .

The expenditure of a war which lias ( 
enriched multitudes, a'nd given birth to a new 
aristocracy, must not be discontinued. That 
arbitrary power which depends upon the pretense 
of a war necessity for its existence, and which j 
enables Secretaries to suspend hostile journals, to 
interdict disloyal churches, to arrest opposing pol- 
iticians, and .to imprison tlie witnesses, of Heir 
corruption, is too precious a prer-gitivc to be 
hastily surrendered. The " ar iiisr go on! 

Tlie rebel armies have su rendered, i lie sol- 
diery have returned toilie.r homes, tlie Confeder- 
acy is dissolved, tlie States hate severed tlie links 
i that bound them to it and to each other in re- 
bellion, the ordinance of seces-um is annulled, 
the rebel debt repudiated — there is peace, lor there 
is no enemy to m ike war. But Congress and tlie 
lobby, the contractors and otiicc-holders, the sec. 
reianes and speculators unite iu saying that the 
w-ar is not ended! 

Against whom then is it waged? Against tho | 
people, tlie tax-pi vers, tlie States, tlie industry oi 
i the masses, the public credit, the liberty of 
citizens! This is the war that, closed against tlie j 
South, is reopened by politicans at Washington 
Let them recollect that there are tw sides too such 
a war, and that powerful as they may think ihem- 
selves in position and resources, tlie people against 
whom they proclaim hostilities are yet stronger.

Front one en I of the South to tlie other, 
tlie women have joined iu noble petitions for tlie 
pardon of Mr. Davis; and nightly, beside ten 
thousand bids, in file silent chambers, kneel ten 
thousand sainted forms, to offer prayers for the 
salvation of those we loved. 

Bacli exulted devotion such immoital endu- 
rance such saintly charity needs no defence from 
a Southern pen. Ili-tory will portray their virtues 
in colors more splendid than those which Itand 
down, through the mist of years, the majestic! 
pride of a Cornelia, and tiie patriotic lervor of a I 
Joan I)’ A re. 

Let tlie late war stand in history as it may; 
let it be damned as a hateful rebellion, or lament- 
ed as all nn-ucceistid revolution; let it pass down 
ihe corridors of time with the acclamations of 
the world, or with the anathemas of mankind; 
whatever it may be declared by tlie verdict ot 
history, it will pass onward before l he eyes of 
coming ages with many a glourioits deed and 
m my a noble martyr to illustrate its eventful 
scenes, but with nothing more beautiful and 
glorious to adorn it than the holy devotion ol tlie 
women of the South.

THE EXTENT OF THE USU RPAI ION. 

The privilege of tlie writ of habeas corpus shall 
not be suspended unless when, in ease ol rebelli, n 
or invsion, lire public salety may require it — 
Constitution Cnitnl Mates. 

Tins clause is put in among tlie Congressional 
powers. It gives no authority whatever to tlie 
President to suspend tlie writ, ami any exercise of 
it upon his part is a clear usurpation. 

Under the recent proclam ution of the Pres dent 
all tlie Southern Stares, including Kentucky, and 
even the District of Columbia, are deprived of 
the great writ of liberty. Is there anyone who 
will prett nd that there is any rebelli. u or invasion 
of Kentucky at this time, by a foreign or by a 
domestic enemy? Is Washington, in tlie District 
of Columbia, iu a state of rebellion? Is it in- 
vested by a foreign power? Is the danger so im- 
minent tint the public safety requires that the j 
m ichinery of law shall be dispensed with? 

It is b putting these interrogatories lliat we 
realize tlie extent of the outrage which has been j 
perpetrated upon tlie liberties ot tlie people and 
upon the fundamental law ol tlie laud. There 
is not a foe in arms against the authority ot tlie 
United Slates, from the Ohio River to the Rio 
Grande, lit no plat e in that vast area is there any 
opposition to tlie eniorcemeui of the United : 
States laws by a civil process. T et tlie Presi- 
dent, under these circumstances, yvhicli are un- 
disputed and indisputable, dares to assert that 
there is such a condition of tilings; that even in 
his own capital the public safety against armed 
rebellion requires tlie exercise of tills monstrous j 
power. i 

The fact that so littic is said of this unblush- 
ing and palpable nullification ol the Constitution, 
so feeble a. protest against the establishment of 
an imperial despotism, shows how careless of 
their freedom tlie Americans have become, and 
how willing they are to see their form of govern- i 
moot destroyed.

JOINT RESOLUTION 10 AMEND THE CON- 
STITUTION. 

The following important joint resolution, 
oflered by Hon. Joint A. Bingham, of Ohio, 
passed to a second reading on Wednesday. 
It contains propositions of great general inter- 
est: 

Resolved, by Ihe Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled (two-thinls ot tro'll houses con- 
curring), That the following articles be proposed j 
to the Legislatures oi tlie several States as : 
amendments to the Const tution of tlie United 
States, all or any of which articles, when ratified 
by three-fourths of said Legislatures, ah ill be 
valid to all inrents and purposes, as part of tlie 
said Constitution, viz: 

Article — ■ 

Tlie fifth paragraph of tlie ninth section of the I 
first article of the Constitution, to-wit: “No tax 
or duly shall be laid on articles exported from 
any State,” is hereby repealed and dec a:ed of 
no effect. 

Article — . 

No part of any debt or i ebts contracted in aid 
of tiie late rebellion, or »h rh raai hereafter he 
contracted in aid of any rebellion against the 
United 3tatcs, shall ever he assumed or paid by 
the United States, or shall any St ue assume or 
pay any part thereof. 

Article — . 

Tlie Congress kliall have power to make all 
laws necessary and proper to secure to all pers ms, 
without distinction, in every State of the Union, 
equal protection in their rights of life, liberty, 
and property.
